REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

It is noted that the claim 1 requires the diameter of the center panel is less than 1 .835 
inches and the opening has an area less than .5 square inches and an aspect ratio between about 
1 .5 and 1 .7. The prior art, as admitted by applicant, page 8, set forth that the conventional 202 
with an opening of .45 square inches (C) with an aspect ratio of 1 . 1 , and another prior art, 202 
LOE, with an opening of .596 square inches with aspect ratio of 1 .47. There is no suggestion to 
make the opening of the conventional 202 with the claimed aspect ratio between about 1.5 and 
1.7.
